12 hours out of the 24. I advise him to go down to his friends for Xmas: I shall 
miss him very much though we squabble & growl like dogs at each other. And only 
think: 2 new volumes are just coming out: one by Daddy Wordsworth; another 
by Campbell. Poor Tennyson has got home some of his proof sheets: & now 
that his verses are in print thinks them detestable . . . and wishes he had never 
been persuaded to print. But with all his faults he will publish such a volume 
as has not been published since the time of Keats: and which once published, 
will never be suffered to die.

Describes visits with Dickens to the Handel 
Festival, the Opera, Miss Burdett Coutts. ‘“ You must not let the newspapers get 
hold of this letter. You know yourself it is confidential and speaks about the 
family life here, which is so lovely, and it ought to appear in quite another style 
for the unsympathetic world. Mrs. Dickens is so gentle, so motherly, quite like 
Agnes in ‘David Copperfield’ ... Arm-in-arm Dickens and I walked through 
the streets of London. We met many, all knew me, and two used the expression, 
‘Andersen, father of all children! ! ... ‘To Be or Not to Be’ is published; but 
as yet I have heard nothing about the book.”

lineated and corrected throughout by Coleridge about 1830, the 
‘* Additions ” cover 9 pp. 4to, and comprise : 

(1) Discussion on the first and prominent symptom of a good or evil 
will in the language of Prophecy. “ What great truth and principle of 
State wisdom can be mentioned, which cannot be fond in the cracks 
of the Hebrew Prophets? ” 


(2) (On the second blank page) dated “Jan. 1832” and signed 
“$.T.C.” and “ Coleridge”: ‘‘ After an interval of almost eighteen 
years, I have read thro’ these Essays ... and I am not ashamed to 
avow my belief... that no good man would read them without interest.” 
The too elaborate style is their drawback. He was too influenced by 
“old Bowyer, the Orbilius plagosus of Christ’s Hospital.” 

(3) (At the end of the first letter to Justice Fletcher). In the 
original signed “ An Irish Protestant,’ note added: ‘“ God forgive 
me for this self calumniation of ye Irish.” “ Lord forbid.” 

(4) Two lines signed “8.T.C.” 
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Lor 280—-continued. 

(5) (At end of letter four), signed “S. T. Coleridge.” “TI could 
wish the latter half of the preceding letter had not been written, not 
that I find anything false or injurious in it, but that the subject, the 
Bible Society, is of feebler and temporary interest. It reads dull to 
myself.” At the end is: “ Note to letter IV, p. 4,” covering eleven 
lines and signed “8.T.C. 20 Jan. 1832.”

_ Age,” eight lines, followed by a note of eight lines in which Coleridge 

refers to some of his own lines which J. H. Frere repeated to Sir

Affectionately yours, C.D.” : 


Advises her not to think rashly of the matter. ‘“ The ‘Magic Circle’ consists 
of but one member.” To be strictly on her guard if she should meet either “ Tom 
Trollope or his wife” who is “infinitely sharper than the serpemt’s tooth.” 
If I decide to go to America, it will not be within my means to form the deter- 
mination until the middle of latter end of September. I am going to send Mr. 
Dolby out early next month, and he will report before I arrive at a conclusion. 
Has had an interview with the Dean which lasted one hour and a quarter. 
“The settlement” is mortgaged—“ money was borrowed on it and you were a 
party.’ The Dean spoke of the secret between him and Mrs. Dickinson, which 
if disclosed he must resign his Deanery. Raises a point which Mr. Stephens would 
understand that “the Dean is in a strong position in not having seen the case

carefully gone over it and placed it in a No. now at press (“ All the Year Round,” 
1870). TI’wo copies of that No. shall be posted to you, in case one should miss.” 
Thinks the whole very good, excellent curious and life-like, weird and ghostly. 
“T have been quite haunted by the statues on the high pedestals among the trees.” 
On Mary’s account he has hired Milner Gibson’s house opposite Marble Arch. 
I am as-busy as-a Bee.” Etc.

An army of 30,000 best British troops has done “ worse than nothing 
in Canada.” The refusal of the India government to consign a ship with goods 
for the Cape of Good Hope. Lewis 18th is at Ghent prepared to enter France 
with the Allies. Murat alarmed Italy by taking Florence—the Austrians have 
however, driven him out of Tuscany and he is on his way back to Naples. 
The Gazette containing the news of the most glorious and most important victory 
obtained by the Duke of Wellington over Buonaparte (at Waterloo). Probability 
of Scindia quarrelling with the British, the Nepaul contest is quite enough for the
